SD) (REG; Th Z Hereas it hath Pleaſed Almighty G O D, by the 
7-0 deavours of William King of Scotland, England, Frat 
NZ WE and Ireland, Fo Reſcue and Deliver this Nation fro 
C SA SSH the great danger of Popery and Arbitrary Power, 
which it was expoſed: The Eſtates of this Kingdom Do Ordai 
and Appoint, Like as, it is hereby Enacted, chat all the Subject 
of this Kingdom, Do Keep and Obſerve a Day of Solemn an 
Publick Thankſgiving to Almighty G C D, tor their great de 
liveratace aforchaid, and for Inn ploring the Bleſſing of G OD « 
the faid King Willem, the Glorious Inſtrument of their Delivery 
And they hereby Appoint for the Shiers on this ſide the Rive 
of T ay, the ninth Day ot May next; and for the Shiers be Nort 
T ay, the {ixteenh day of May, for all the Liedges to meet in the 
Churches, or other places where they ordinarly attend Divine 
Service, that they may hear Sermon, and joyn together in the 
Solemn Thankſgiving atorcliid; And Ordains the Miniſters to In- 
timate from their Pulpits, the Obſervation of the faid 'Thanks. 
giving, upon the Lords Day immediately prececding the ſaids re- 
ſpective Dayes. And appoints 'this Act to. be Publickly Pro. 
claimed at the Mercat-Croſs of Edinburgh, and at the Mercat. 
Croſles of the Head-Burghs of all che Shires, and of the whole 
Royal-Burghs of this Kingdom : And appoints Printed Copies 
thereof to be diſpatched to the Sherifts-Clerks of the reſpective 
Shires, that they may ſend the ſame to the Magiſtrats of the faids 
Burghs to be Publiſhed, and to the ſeveral Miniſters in the Shier,
